We suppose the bill is to be ad 
vocated on the ground that might makes right, 
for no oilier pretext will serve as an excuse for 
depiiviug any class ol the rights guaranteed to 
them by the Constitution of ibe Slate. No 
poncr on earth cau rightfully enslave a manouce 
made tree by the law of the land, and who has 
been recoguized as a freeman by the Constitu- 
tion, no mailer what tiis color may be. The 
proposed bill would nol only be a violation of 
the Constitution, but would be inhuman and 
shocking in the highlit degree. We trust that 
such an infamous measure will fiud no support 
Hum the Legislature of ibis Slate. The sub 
joined letter, written by Justice Catron, lo the 
editor ol a Nashville paper when such a law Has 
pending before the Legislature of Tennessee, 
meets our hearty approbation, it is hold, manly 
and ouispokeu, and does credit both to the head 
and heart of the writer. It enumerates some 
of the objections to the bill in a more forcible 
maimer lhau we can do; and therefore we adopt 
its views, and commend them to the considera- 
tion of the General Assembly of ibis Common 
wealth, to which they are as applicable as tbey 
are lo Tennessee: 

To the Editor of the Vmon and American: 

Deak Sir: — 1 have lor several weeks past been 
anxiously wailing to hear what the views ol 
your leading journal were on the bill pending be 
fore our Legislature, proposing to enslave, or 
drive from the Slate, the free colored population 
now amongst us. It provides that these persons 
■hall be seized and sold, if found here alter the 
first day ut May next, it they are adults — and 
that the childreu shall be bound out, Ste.; the 
adults are allowed to emigrate la Alrica, in 
which case some slight aid is to be furnished 
by the Stale, to assist in their transportation; or, 
secondly, tbey may seek a master and go iulo 
slavery. 

Now, who are these people .' There is not one 
in one hundred of them, to say the least, that 
ever has been a slave. Ucually, their mothers, 
grand-molhets, or great graud-mothers, were 
slaves, who were emancipated by masters tor 
meritorious services, or from benevolent motives, 
l>y the Courts of Justice, and according to law 
1 hey all huve a vested right to freedom by the 
judgments and decrees of courts. Under our 
Constitution of 1796, the free colored men vo 
ted at the polls. That the old Constitution ex 
tended to them and protected their rights to a 
certain extent, is free from doubt But I pass 
bv this question. 

My objection lo the bill is that it proposes to 
commit uu outrage, to perpetrate an oppression 
and cruelly. This is the plain truth, and it is 
idle to mince words to soften the fact. Let us 
look the proposition boldly in the face. This 
depressed aud helpless portion of our popula 
lion is designed to be driven out, or to be eulav 
. d for lite, and their property forfeited, as no 
slave cau hold property. The mothers are »o 
be sold, or driveu away trom their children, 
many of them infants. The children are to be 
bound out until they are twenty one years of age, 
aud then to leave the State or be sold; which 
mean that they are to be made slaves for life, in 
fact. Now, of these womeu and children, there 
is hardly one in ten that is of unmixed negro 
blood. Some are half while; mauy have half 
white mothers, and white fathers, making a cast 
of 87^-IOOth of white blood; many have a 
third cross, in whom the negro blood is almost 
extinct, such is the unfortunate truth. This de 
scription of people who were bora Irce, aud lived 
as free persons, are to be introduced as slaves 
into our families, or into our negro quarters, 
there to be under an overseer, or they are lo be 
sold to the negro trader and sent South, thete lo 
be whipped by overseers — and to preach rebellion 
in the negro quarters — as they will preach rebel- 
lion everywhere that tbey may be driven to by 
ibis unjust law, whether it be amougst us here in 
Teuuessee, or South of us on the cotton and 
;ujar plantations, or in the abolition meetings 
in the free Slates. Nor will the women be the 
least effective in preaching a crusade, when beg- 
ging money in the North lo relieve their chil- 



lurity, and that the holder acquired such paper 
in the course of trade and for value. (Pinker 
ton iw. Baity, 8 Wend., 600; Xclson vs. Cowan, 6 
Hill, 33G; Chittyon Mill, 69.) But these presump- 
tions may be rebutted by any evidence ndmisei- 
b e between ihe parties.

This court held in Lee's adm'r r». Smead, Col- 
lard t\ Huqhes, 1 Mtt. Ky. Rep., 628, that the 
holder of commercial paper received as collateral 
security for a pre existing debt, and for which no 
other consideration passed, cannot be regarded 
as having received it in the course of trade, and 
that bis title must yield to that of the true and 
legal owner. 

But it is a principle of commercial law that 
one receiving negotiable paper in the course of 
trade, without notice of detective title in him 
from whom tie receives it, acquires a title su- 
perior to that of the rightful owner. 

In the case of Stcift vs. Tyson, 16 fettrs, 1, 
it was decided that where the consideration of 
ihe transfer was the payment of an antecedent 
debt, or suspension of a previous right of action, 
or the lelinguishnient of any security, the holder 
will be regarded as a purchaser lor *sdae 

In the present case the plaintiff not only sus 
! pended, but utterly discharged any right of ac- 
tion. 

If then the appellants were in an attitude to 
assert their claim on this ground, they must fail; 
lor the plaintiff received the bill in satisfaction of 
an antecedent debl and without uoiiceof defec 
live title in Olney &. Wilcox But appellants do 
not allege that the plaiutiff received the bill either 
us collateral security for, or in payment of a 
pre-existing debt, and it may therefore be 
doubted whether the appellants could huve 
maintained the ground assumed in their answer. 
In e tne: case their claim must yield to the title 
of the bona tide holders who received the bill in 
course of trade.
